as large as the crop of 1904. 
A ccord in g to the reports th a t are 
in tiie office of the sta tistic ia n over 
2,160,000 acres are in w heat in In d i­ 
an a his y ear. 
Even w ith the average 
crop the same as it was last y ear—a 
little over eighteen bushels to the acre 
—the crop w ould to about 40,000,000 
bn shels. 
P relim in ary 
reports,

ever, show that, th is vear’s crop w ill 
be larger than last y e a r’s ami it is ex­ 
pected th a t the crop w ill reach n early 
44,000,000 bushels.
